LOVED THE CHILD'S NURSE 


SHE HAD<REJECTED HIM TO 
WED ANOTHER. 


Woman Fled When He Attacked Her 
Gharge, Whose Head He Nearly

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Albert J. King, 
formerly a coachman for J. A. Finlay, a 
New York business man, while furiously 
jealous of Lizzie Hannen, a nurse, killed 
Mr. Finlay’s pretty 4-year-old daughter, 
Helen, and then shot himself to death in 
the Finley residence at Mount Vernon

The man probably was not insane. His 
employer, Dr. House, says he had shown 
no signs of dementia; that he had been 
dutiful, courteous and faithful in the dis- 
charge of his duties about the house, 

Lizzie Hannen, the nurse, says he called 
on her Tuesday night and that he was 
in his right mind, but that he became 
jealous when she told him ehe loved an- 
other man and that their acquaintance 
must end. 

It is plain that King’s mission, when he 
went to the residence of Mr. Finlay, was 
to murder the nurse and then 
self. When she escaped him he turned 
upen the little girl, who was looking at a 
picture book in the library. 

He bore no malice toward the chiid 
When he was employed by her father he 
romped with her and petted her quite as 
much as did the Lizzie Hannen, the nurse. 


Knew the Family 
Was Not at Home. 

When King went to the house he knew 
that Mr. and Mrs. Finlay were not at home. 
He looked fiercely at the nurse, after greet- 
ing her cheeriiy, and said: 

“You'll never be another man’s wife.” 

The girl feared him, for many love letters 
told how determined he was. So, when he 
called. she felt that a tragedy would be 
enacted before he left, but feared that she

Alone With His 

Victim and Himself. 

The nurse and the cook ran into the 
back yard calling to Sutherland. They 
heard a pistol shot as_ they approached 
the carriage house. Neecighbors responded 
to the screams of the servants and hur- 
ried to the house and telephoned to the 


police. In a short time a patrol wagon 
responded and then the frightened ser- 
vants and neighbors for the first time en- 
tered the Mibrary and dining room, the 
scene of the tragedy. 

When the physicians arrived, they de- 
clared that little Helen died almost in- 
stanily. The murderer had cut her throat 
with a razor, which was found on the 
table in the Iibrary. He had also cut deep 
into the back of the neck, almost sever- 
ing the héad. 

At the time their little daughter was 
kiied, Mr. and Mrs. Finlay were both 
in New York. ~The cook telephoned to 
Mrs. Finlay. who was on a visit to her 
brother, a Mr: Larissey, but did not tell 
the mother that little Helen was d .
